1,400 In Falls 


All preliminary details have been settled for the 
Strick Division of the Fruehauf Trailer Company to 
build a $3,000,000 plant on Route I. Falls Township. 
The plant will employ 1.400 persons. It will manu­ 
facture piggy back trailers. 
The announcement that the long negotiations were 
(successful and that all preliminary details have been 
jsettled was to be made this afternoon by the Bucks 


j C ounty Industrial Development Corporation. The an­ 
nouncement came from a county development corpora­ 
tion spokesman. 


'J he plant is to be constructed on the site once con- 
jsidered by the Kelsey-Hayes Wheel Company. The site 
j is on Route I opposite the Fairless Hills State Police 
barracks. 


An agreement of intent has been signed with the 
Bucks County Development Corporation, which with 
the Pennsylvania Industrial Development Authority, 
will help build the plant. 


The Bucks County industrial Development Corpora­ 
tion will have to raise $400,000 as its share. The Penn­ 
sylvania Industrial Development Authority will provide 
$900,000. J iie rest of the money will be raised through 
private financing. 


The successful agreement is the result of several 
months of negotiations between the trailer firm and the 
state and county development groups. The negotiations 
concerned a lease-purchase arrangement for the com­ 
pany in which it would rent the plant with option to buy.
